Condi- 
tion' (a) will also be a condition of the Issue of 
the licence and will be endorsed on it accord- 
ingly. 

2. It should be noted that bonds will be accepted only 
from firms who have been dealing in cultured pearls, 
precious stones and jewellery and who produce a Bank 
Certificate In that respect.
